M uch th e sam e rules apply to 
the refund of deposits. Unless It 
is the policy of a store to refund 
deposits on articles, or a t least 
apply the am ount on th e p u r­ 
chase of same o th er item , the 
buyer is obligated to go through 
w ith the term s of th e contract, 
even though he has changed his 
m ind about the purchase. 
W hen one selects, orders, and
